THE PUBLISHERS’ EXHIBITS AT THE 
WORLD’S COLUMBIAN EXPOSITION. 


GERMANY.—I.* 


GERMANY and France, as already mentioned, 
are the only countries whose book trades make 
collective exhibits at the World’s Columbian Ex- 
position, thus giving an approximately true and 
impressive representation of their importance 
and high standard. It is true that in the German 
section we miss several well-known houses, such, 
for instance, as F. A. Brockhaus, who is repre- 
sented only by his greatest work, the ‘‘ Konversa- 
tions-Lexikon ;”’ Paul Parey, of Berlin, the most 
important publisher of agricultural works; B.G. 
Teubner, of Leipzig, and Weidmann, of Berlin, 
both world-renowned for their editions of the 
Greek and Latin classics ; A. Hirschwald, of Ber- 
lin, publisher of medical works, and a few other 
houses not so well known. We also miss here the 
publishing houses of Austria and Switzerland, usu-

ally included in the German book trade, who have 
on this occasion chosen to be represented (though 
in a very unrepresentative manner) with their own 
countries’ exhibits in the west gallery of the Man. 
ufactures and Liberal Arts building. Yet these 
omissions-in no way impair the importance of 
the collective exhibit of Germany, which gives 
the strongest proof possible of what union and 
loyal trade association are able to effect. 

The German book exhibit is housed in the 
quaint German Government building, officially 
known as ‘‘ Das Deutsche Haus,” located on the 
Lake shore, north of the Naval Exhibit and 
south of the Iowa State building. The attractive 
and artistic exterior—in imitation of the early 
German renaissance—harmonizes well with the 
lofty and artistic interior. It would be impos- 
sible to describe or even enumerate, within the 
limits of this report, every exhibit represented 
within its walls—over four hundred firms con- 
nected with the book trade having contributed, 
We must therefore content ourselves with a men- 
tion of a few of the more striking exhibits, a 
selection which, however, does not imply that 
the rest are not also of interest to the visitor. 


On entering the main door, after passing two 
tables on which are displayed a collection of 
German city and trade directories, court and 
state handbooks, and similar works of reference, 
we find at the right the exhibits of two of the 
most important publishers of architectural books 
—Ernst Wasmuth, of Berlin (represented in this 
country by George Busse, 783 Broadway, New 
York), and Hessling & Spielmeyer, also of Berlin, 
who opened a branch house in New York about 
a year ago (now at 64 East Twelfth Street). 
Other architectural publishing houses represented 
are the Gilbers’sche Kgl. Hof-Verlagsbuchhand- 
lung, of Dresden, E. A. Seemann, of Leipzig, 
and L. Werner, of Munich. 

Close by the exhibit of Wasmuth we find those 
of such world-renowned firms as Cotta, of Stutt- 
gart, whose JSBidliothek der Weltlitteratur, in 
handsomely printed and _ substantially cloth- 
bound volumes at one mark, are marvels of book- 
making ; Grote, of Berlin, with his library and 
illustrated editions de luxe of German classics and 
his ‘‘ Weltgeschichte in Einzeldarstellungen,” a 
universal history in thirteen large illustrated vol- 
uthes, besides many other noted historical and 
literary works; and Das Bibliographische In- 
stitut of Leipzig, which has its imprint on 
‘* Meyer’s Conversations-Lexikon,” ‘‘ Brehm’s 
Thierleben” and other standard works of refer- 
ence. Here also are the publishers of scientific 
works: Wilhelm Engelmann, of Leipzig, publisher 
of the famous Ebers ‘‘ Papyros,” two large folios 
with superb photo: lithographic plates, and of a 
large number of valuable historical, scientific 
and technical works ; A. Asher & Co., of Berlin, 
publishers of expensive and authoritative arch2- 
ological works ; Julius Springer, of Berlin, who 
issues works on forestry, engineering, etc. ; Fried- 
rich Vieweg & Sohn, of Braunschweig, whose 
specialties are chemistry, physics and general 
sciences ; J. C. Hinrichs, of Leipzig, publisher of 
Hinrichs’ bibliographical works and catalogues 
and also of important works on Egypt and As

In this rapid survey of the German Book Trade 
Exhibition we have only glanced at the exterior 
of the books and their mechanical get up.

But 
the German people have sent to our country 
an exhibit that on thoughtful consideration will 
make us marvel at the vastness of the knowledge 
and learning stored in books written in the Ger- 
man language, and at the enterprise, judgment 
and public spirit of German publishers. The lit- 


yet only very partially grasped by the booksell- 
ers of America, and the value of these works as 
merchandise has as yet been most inadequately 
Few of our booksellers would have any 
idea where to order a German book ordered bya 
customer. Year by year, as study and travel in- 
crease, our literary and scientific men read more 
and more of the works required for their subjects 
in the original language-——-and German is the 
undisputed language of much exact science as well 
Many readers, 
tired of waiting for booksellers to provide {or 
them, import books for themselves, and many 
give up the thought of possessing works they 
would eagerly buy did it not involve so much per- 
sonalexertion. The catalogue of this German ex- 
hibit is a liberal education in German literature. 
Every bookseller can have it for the asking, and 
with it in hand can easily master the specialties of 
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ERRORS IN TEXT-BOOKS. 


ALBERT A. Pope, of the Pope M'g. Co., who 
has done so much good work in the movement 
for good roads, has issued a compact forty-page 
pamphlet, entitled ‘‘ Errors in School-Books,” 
which sets forth the results of the search for 
mistakes in current text-bvoks instituted by him 
a year ago, and which also outlines the arrange- 
ments made for a second and more thorough 
search, in which all teachers and all persons in- 
terested in the subject are urged to enter. The 
first search was confined only to the school- 
teachers of the country among whom circulars 
were distributed offering a prize to the first 
teacher sending word of a misstatement of fact 
appearing in a text-book in use in American 
schools. Two hundred and thirty-five commu- 
nications were received from teachers, represent- 
ing 168 alleged errors. Of these thirty-three 
were acknowledged by the publishers of the 
books in which they appeared and the plates of 
the books were corrected. The majority of the 
publishers, according to Mr. Pope, “ joined heart- 
ily in correcting errors, and in adding qualifying 
statements and explanatory notes. Ninety er- 
rors were alleged against the publications of the 
American Book Co., of which twenty-three 
proved to be errors actually. But when the fact 
that they published about sixteen hundred differ- 
ent school text-books is taken into consideration, 
and that these have been subjected to a searching 
critical scrutiny, stimulated by the hope of re- 
waid, it must be conceded that they have with- 
stood a marvellously severe test, and have come 
off with flying colors. Aga'nst Ginn & Co., of 
Boston, who publish five hundred different 
books, two errors were proved out of eight al- 
leged, and they have every reason to feel proud 
of this record. Ot the two errors a!leged to ap- 
pear in publications of the University Publishing 
Co. one was admitted. One error each alleged, 
and that error admitted, is the record of Hough- 
ton, Mifflin & Co., publishers of about three 
hundred different school-books, and P. Blak- 
iston, Son & Co., publishers of about four hun- 
dred medical works; while Henry Holt & Co. 
were pleased to admit one error out of nine al- 
leged. E. H. Butler & Co., with five errors ac- 
knowledged out of twelve charged, certainly sus- 
tain the reputation of their house, while in jus- 
tice to them it should be stated that the Butler 
list was fully doubled Sept. 1, 1891, by the con- 
solidation of Messrs. Cowperthwaite & Co., who 
prepared and were originally the publishers of 
Warren’s geographies and some of the other 
books in which errors were found by teachers.” 

It was required that the error must be ina 
text-book in the English language used in this 
country, that it must be taught in lessons or lect- 
ures, and that it must be susceptible of proof 
and not merely a typographical mistake or an 
error in spelling or grammar. A prize Colum- 
bia bicycle was awarded toeach of six teachers 
sending in errors, whose letters were mailed at 
about the same time. The second search, now 
instituted, is open to all desiring to enter. The 
prize is a Columbia safety bicycle, one of which 
will be awarded to each of the five persons send- 
ing inthe greatest number of admitted errors. 
Errors must be received by Sept. 1, 1893. The 
conditions are substantially the same as in the 
previous contest ; full details and information 


are given in the pamphlet and its accompanying 
Circular, 


CURIOUS FATE OF A BOOK. 


THE New York Historical Society has just 
been presented with five large volumes, magnifi- 
cently bound in levant morocco, entitled ‘‘Ap- 
pendix to the Memoirs of Seth Eyland.” The 
books contain no printed text, but are wholly 
made up of original drawings in pen and ink and 
water-colors of war-time scenes and heroes, and 
of war letters, manuscript reminiscences, official 
documents, etc., all bearing upon the history of 
the War of the Rebellion. The preparation of 
these volumes occupied many years, and the 
cost was borne by a wealthy member of the His- 
torical Society. 

The little book of which these volumes are an 
appendix rests in a case beside them in the so- 
ciety’s library. It was published in New York 
in 1884, under the rather misleading title, ‘‘ The 
Evolution of a Life,” and purported to be writ- 
ten by Major Seth Eyland—the pseudonym of a 
New York artist, who had travelled extensively 
abroad and who had served as an officer during 
the war in the First New York Mounted Rifles. 
Its appearance was greeted with unusual favor 
by book reviewers, but before it could reach the 
public in a marketable way the publisher failed, 
and the edition was finally distributed among 
second-hand book-stalls. A copy fell into the 
hands of a member of the New York Historical 
Society, who sought out the author and com- 
missioned him to illustrate it and prepare an ap- 
pendix. The second-hand dealers rapidly dis- 
posed of the entire edition, and for years past 
the book has been classed in catalogues as rare— 
commanding a premium on its first price.

My Dgar Sir: I have just returned to St. Paul after 
an absence of six weeks and find your letter of May 1. 
1 have been in the city of Mexico, looking up the Bibles 
of that country, and getting new material forthe en- 
larged edition of ‘‘ Early Bibles of America.” 

The copy of the letter from the U. S, Senator is of in- 
terest to me. He states ‘‘A perfect copy was sold 
about three years ago for $1575;’’ I wish 1 could get the 
particulars. Who bought it? What is the owner’s ad- 
dress? I never betore heard of such a price as this. 
The highest I have ever heard reported was that of the 
Library of Congress copy at $650. I know the history 
of this copy, as it belonged to the Washington Library at 
Mt. Vernon originally, and on account of its historic in- 
terest brought a Jarge price. 

Mr. Irwin, of Oswego, N. Y., wrote me about two 
months ago that he had just purchased an Aitken for 
$300. Itake it that the text of this book is perfect, for 
he states that he expended $100 in a new binding. When 
the first edition of my book appeared the list of owners 
of the Aitken Bible was only nineteen. Others have 
been reported and I now have 26 names. If the U. S. 
Senator will send his name and address this will make 
the number of owners twenty-seven. 

He says he has an extra copy of the Old Testament in 
an imperfect condition. I might buy this, provided 
the title-page is perfect. 

It is very difficult to find a copy of Aitken for sale.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


CHARLES W. Tyson, of the firm of Tyson & 
Brother, booksellers, of No. 571 Fifth Avenue, 
died on the 5thinst. at his residence, No. 226 
West Forty ninth Street, New York City. He 
was fifty-three years of age. 


THOMAS H. MorreLL, an old-time New York 
bookseller, died suddenly on the 2d inst. in 
Port Richmond, Staten Island, N. Y., where he 
had lived for a number of years. He was born 
in New York City, December 25, 1835, at Elm 
and Worth Streets. 


‘* MOTHER SHIPTON” is dead, or at any rate 
the real author of her famous prophecies is 
no more. In other words, the bookselling world 
has to deplore the loss of Mr. Charles Hindley, 
who long ago confessed to the innocent impos- 
ture. He wrote a good deal in one way or an- 
other, partly to the press and partly in books, 
but ‘‘ Mother Shipton” was his most famous 
achievement. He died at Brighton, where he 
used to carry on the business ot a bookseller.— 
The London Globe. 


GuY DE MAUPASSANT, the distinguished dis- 
ciple of Flaubert, who had been confined for 
more than a year in a private asylum for the 
insane in France, died on the morning of the 6th 
inst. Maupassant was born at Chateau de Miro- 
mesnie, August 5, 1849. For seven years he was 
aclerk in the Navy Office in Paris. where he 
formed the acquaintance of Gustave Flaubert, to 
whose encouragement and influence he owed 
much of his command of a flexible and harmoni- 
ous prose. His style was the fruit of the hardest 
work, and he learned from his master not to be an 
imitator. His period of production began in 1880. 
After Flaubert’s sudden death Maupassant really 
came before the Paris public. His career was run 
between 1880 and 1892. His first real novel was 





' 





‘*Une Vie,” and is regarded by many as the best 
of his writings. It was followed by ‘‘ La Maison 
Tellier.” ‘‘ Bel-Ami” and others. ‘“ Bel-Ami” 
reached its forty fifth edition, and it was after 
the publication of this work that Maupassant 
acquired a world-wide reputation, A lesion of 
the brain—in a degree an hereditary affection, for 
his brother died after losing his mind—a chronic 
gastric derangement and a prematurely worn- 
out nervous system cut short the literary career 
of Maupassant. His work entitled ‘‘ Le Horla,” 
which shows in the person of its hero a man 
going through the same stages of madness as 
marked the clc se of Maupassant’s career early in 
1892, brought forth the prediction from} a dis- 


| tinguished Parisian physician of the ultimate 


fate of the great Frenchman. Perhaps the direct 
cause of his insanity was the free use of hasheesh 
or morphine. Chloral and ether were finally re- 
sorted to, for he was racked with neuralgia and 
the approach of night threw him into unreason- 
ableterror. The last of his works, ‘‘ Pierre and 
Jean,” is tainted more than any of the preceding 
ones with sombre pessimism.

Miss KATE SANBORN has been in California 
several months, where she has completed a 
book about southern California. She has in 
contemplation, according to the New York 
Tribune, another about the northern part of the 
State, which she will call ‘‘ Unknown California,” 
for she maintains that while the southern part 
is well known and understood, the northern 
part has never been brought to the attention of 
the public as it should be. 


PArIs has now a society of French novelists, 
which is organized under the name of ‘* Les Ro- 
manciers Frangais.” A hundred of the most 
celebrated writers of France are already enrolled 
among its members. To become a member it is 
necessary to have published at least four novels. 
Novelists have come to the conclusion that their 
interests should be protected as fully «s are 
those of the playwright and musician, and with 
this end in view devote their meetings to the dis- 
cussion of questions of contract between authors 
and publishers, the disposal of rights to trans- 
late, etc. Among those who have already in- 
scribed their names as members are Hector 
Malot, André Theuriet, Emile Zola, Jules Cla- 
retie, Jean Rameau, Edmond de Goncourt, Al- 
phonse Daudet, Georges Ohnet, Armand Silves- 
tre, Pierre Loti anda host of other ‘‘ romanciers.”’ 


ZouA’s ‘‘ Dr. Pascal,” which closes his series 
of the Rougon-Macquart novels and which he 
claims is ‘‘ a philosophical and scientific defence 
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of the principal work of my life,” in other words 
a justification of his ‘ theories and hardiesses,” 
will be followed by ‘‘ Lourdes.” ‘‘ Lourdes” 
will be followed by ‘‘ Rome.” and then by 
‘ Paris.” They will form atriptych. ‘‘In the 
first,” Zola tells an interviewer of /d/er, “ I shall 
try to prove that the great scientific develop- 
ment of our time has inspired hopes in the mind 
of all classes, hopes which it has not realized 
to the satisfaction of the most impressionable, 
therefore the most exacting and unreasonable 
minds. How such minds have returned with 
greater conviction to the belief in the existence 
of something more powerful than science, a 
something which can alleviate the evils from 
which they suffer, or imagine they do. Among 
these there may even be social philanthropists, 
who may think that divine intercession is more 
efficacious to cure the suffering of the people 
than anarchist theories. In my ‘ Rome’ I 
shall treat of the Neo-Catholicism with its am- 
bitions, its struggle, etc., as distinct from the 
pure religious sentiment of the pilgrims of 
‘Lourdes.’ Finally,in ‘ Paris’ I shall endeavor 
to lay bare the corruption and vice which de- 
vour that city ; vice and corruption to which 
the whole civilized world brings its share.” 


EADWEARD MuyYBRIDGE, whose photographs 
of animal locomotion, published by the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, are to be found in the prin- 
cipal libraries and art schools of the world, will 
publish in August under the same auspices a 
small illustrated manual with the title of ‘* De- 
scriptive Zodpraxography.” This book is in- 
tended to serve as an introduction to the study 
of the consecutive phases of animal locomotion 
as revealed in the camera. This study has al- 
ready done much to revise the representations of 
horses, deer, dogs and birds in swift motion— 
representations which have followed conven- 
tional attitudes instead of being guided by care- 
ful observation. Meissonier was the first artist of 
distinction to recognize the value of Mr. Muy- 
bridge’s photographs; among the artists of 
America, Mr. Remington has taken the lead in 
the same direction. Mr. Muybridge, who makes 
no claim toscientific attainments, was a landscape 
photographer in San Francisco when in 1872 he 
first becarne a depicter of animal locomotion. 
This came about at the instance of the late 
Senator Stanford, who maintained that a horse in 
trotting must during brief intervals completely 
leave the ground. ‘* How else,” he asked, ‘‘ can 
he go forward eighteen feet at once?” Mr. 
Muybridge’s battery of cameras, under electrical 
control so as to catch the attitudes of a horse at 
Successive instants, proved the senator right. 
Incidentally it was shown that the common 
portraiture of the trotting horse is grossly wrong. 
Mr. Muybridge is of opinion that the problem 
of mechanical flight is to be solved by the photog- 
raphy of the wing of a fly in motion; he is pre- 
pared to seize in his cameras this motion in each 
of twenty phases. The structure of the wing of 
a fly isso much simpler than that of a bird that 
Mr. Muybridge holds that the fly and not the 
bird deserves the inventor's study and imitation. 
Almost under the great Ferris Wheel, at the 
World’s Fair, Mr. Muybridge is showing and ex- 
plaining his pictures. An instrument which he 
calls a zobpraxiscope projects upon a screen series 
of his photographs in quick succession, and they 
yield a continuity of impression vividly recalling 
the motion they depict. 
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JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 


Printer’s Ink has at last succeeded in convinc- 
ing the Post-Office authorities at Washington 
that it is entitled to be admitted to the mails as 
second-class matter. Postmaster-General Bissell 
on June 28 made a ruling tothat effect, including, 
however, an express provision to the effect that 
the new ruling shall have no retroactive effect, 
so that the publishers will have no claim against 
the United States government for a rebate on 
past payments of fuil transient postage. 


W. T. STEAD, the editor of the Review of 
Reviews, has decided to bring out a quarterly 
review and index entitled Borderland, which is to 
be exclusively devoted to the study of the phe- 
nomena which lie on the borderland which science 
has hitherto, for the most part, contemptuously 
relegated to superstition. Borderland will be 
published quarterly at the office of the Review of 
Reviews. It will be occasionally illustrated when 
illustrations are necessary to elucidate the text— 
not otherwise.
